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Continuation of 11 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's argument that "a position in the real 
world" is supported by applicant's specification is not persausive. Not only does applicant's specification lack antecedant basis for the 
phrase, the context of the equivalent disclosure in applicant's specification is not the same as the scope of the phrase "a position in the 
real world". Applicant's argument that Weiser does not teach "any one or is not persausive. The scope of "any one of" is not the same 
as ALL as applicant appears to argue. Following applicant's rationale that the computers must be in the same room, a "connecting 
means" in that room would meet the limitation "any one of. As to what is the second computer, (column 7, lines 65-67; column 8, lines 
1-4), points to the "plural connecting means" as recited by applicant's claim language. In the previous passage, the second computer is 
associated with the room agent. The citation in question relies on the previous citation . 
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
